2. Threatened that anyone 


who tries to carry out in this 
country the Pope's orders for 
excommunication of Commu- 
nists will be prosecuted for 
treason. 


3. Announced the drafting 


of 
a bill for 
control of 


churches which will give the 
government a 
stranglehold 


rule over all denominations, 
including prior approval of 
any pastor or high church of- 
ficial, on political grounds. 
The bill would make any pas- 
tor, priest or high church of- 
ficial as much a government 
employe as any bureaucrat. 


After a couple of weeks of rest- 


ing on their oars while- the con-

blasted 
Catholic 


leadership in,the embittered state- 
church fight,' government, spokes- 
men unleashed several broadsides 
yesterday. 


The heaviest blast was fired by 


minister of justice Alexei Cepicka 
befoie the central action com- 
mittee of the national front.

treason, and trying to provoke 
revolt in Czechoslovakia. 


Calls Pope Enemy 


Cepicka accused the Vatican's

§tate." 


Cepicka gave no indication if or 


when the government might jail 
Archbishop Beran.

Uncle Sam to Demand His 


Share of All Prize Money 


/ 


Washington, July 16—(AP)—The Internal Revenue Bureau is 


getting tougher than ever—which is plenty tough—about collecting 
income taxes from prize winners. 


The tipoff came today in a bureau declaration that, from now on. 


winners of an essay prize awarded by the American Bar Association 
are going to have to pay income tax on their winnings. 


Winners of this particular prize 


have been getting an income tax- 
free ride since the 1939 award on 
the basis of a ruling by the U. S. 
court for appeals for the District 
of Columbia. 


Called1 a Gift 


Gist of the ruling was that the 


$3,000 prize money paid out of a 
trust fund to a winner selected by 
the bar associatian was a 
gift 


rather than earned 
income and 


therefore not subject to income 
tax. 


The court, over the bureau's ob- 


jection at the'time, figured it that 
way by declaring that the winning 
essayist performed no service for 
the trust fund, whether or not he 
did anything for the association. 


Th« bureau, after mulling this 


over for » decade, posted formal 
notice it "doe* not af re* with the 


conclusion" reached by the appeals 
court, and isn't going to be bound 
by it. 


Barring a contrary ruling by the 


supreme court, or issuance of an 
injunction by some other court, 
the bureau intends to collect in- 
come tax from the winners. 


Radio Prizes, Too 


For some time, bureau officials 


say, it has been "practically im- 
possible" to gain any winnings 
from radio shows without paying 
income tax on it, and the new 
policy will just about cinch it. 


The bureau gets its taxes by 


taking the position that it is 
income, not a gift, where a winner 
doe% anything at all to get his 
prize, no matter how trivial his 
performance 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 16—(AP)—The CIO United Auto Workers 


carried a big financial stick today as they turned from convention 
proceedings to a threatened Ford strike. 


Union representatives of 106,000 Ford workers gathered in the 


wake of the union's 12th convention, which forged the powerful, 
510,000,000 strike weapon shortly before adjourning last night. 


The Ford representatives, most 


of them, convention delegates, went 
over final bargaining strategy irv 
a secret session. What effect the 
lack of a threatened steel strike 
had on that strategy 
was not 


known. The prevailing belief here, 
however, seemed to be that the 
60-day strike postponement made 
a Ford strike more likely.

A well drilled in Clay county, 


three miles south of Noble, ranks 
among the heavy producers in Illi- 
nois with an estimated maximum 
capacity of between 500 and 1,000 
barrels daily. Work was started 
July 6th and the well was drilled 
to a depth of 2.900 feet. 
Three 


strata of oil producing sand was 
found in cypress sand, vaux sand 
and MdCloskey limestone. 


Work has been started on an- 


other site and when completed 
a third well is to be drilled in that 
vicinity. Canficld, who is acting 
as supervising agent, brought in 
a fine producing well in that area 
last spring. Another Dixonite was 
interested in a successful opera- 
tion in the same territory which 
in the past several weekg has 
proven a heavy producer and has 
almost doubled its original esti- 
mated capacity.

She telephoned for help, re- 
urned to his side and found him 
dead. 


FDR Follower 


Outspoken for the policies of 


the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Vhitney served on several nation- 
al committees, including the one 
which guided the annual presi- 
dent's birthday balls for infantile 
paralysis victims.

But could the companies afford 


to give some or all of what the 
workers asked? Did the workers 
have any real claim to anything? 
Or, were they asking- too much? 


Those questions were unanswer- 


ed, the strike was impending, and 
now three things have happened. 


1. President Truman has ap- 


pointed a fact-finding board of 
three men-—none of them con- 
nected with the companies, the 
government or the workers—to 
learn the facts and tell the pub- 
lic what they find.

panies have agreed to cooperat« 
with the fact-finders in giving 
them information, or, at least,

Can Ignore Board 


But, since there's no law com- 


pelling either side to do what the 
board recommends, neither side 
has to budge an inch from its 
present 
position. It can ignore 


what the board recommends. 


If that happens then, at the end 


of the 60 days, there may be a 
stride and all the board's work 


have gone for nothing. 


Even though the board has no 


power to compel either side to 
accept what it says, its recommen- 
dations 
nevertheless 
will 
have 


great weight for several reasons: 


The three fact-finders, outsiders 


in the dispute, are supposed to be 
impartial. 
And in this dispute 


they're 
really representing 
the 


public. 


So if they suggest that one side 


or the other should do something, 
there'll be strong public opinion 
against the side which refuses. 


And neither side would be eager 


to be accused in the public mind 
of causing a strike which might 
hurt the nation. 


To find out whether the workers 


have justice on their side, the 
fact-finders will have to examine 
their demands. 


And to find out whether the 


companies have justice on their 
side in refusing 
to grant the 


workers' demands, the fact-finders 
will have to dig into the compa- 
nies' profits, costs and so on. 


Both sides, since they'll want to 


put their best face before the pub- 
lic, probably will cooperate pretty 
well.

'for the needs of today's torrent of traffic. 


The country's roads took an unmerciful pounding during 


World War II from the transport of men and materials. And 
little has been done since prewarMays to repair or modern- 
ize them. 
. 
On top of this, our battered highways are carrying their 


heaviest load in history. More passenger vehicles and more 
trucks and buses are in use than ever before. Most of them 
are bigger, too. 
The Public Roads administration now has a new plan to 


do something about it. Over a 20-year span it would spend 
Sll.266.000,000 to rebuild and extend U. S. highways in the j Man With a Horn" to confoim 
sprawling interstate network. 


No spectacular nationwide web of high-speed superhigh- 


ways is contemplated. What is proposed instead is a pains- 
taking item-by-item improvement of the thousands of weak 
spots and danger points in the road system. 


Some of the flaws the federal agency wants to eliminate: 


The bad curves which it says occur about once in every 
two miles of the federal aid interstate system. 


The 667 unsafe bridges and 8185 spans that are too 


narrow. 


The 21 dangerous tunnels, including six that engineers 


think should be by-passed by new main routes. 


Some 17.000 miles of rural roads in the interstate system 


which are less than the proper minimum width of 22 feet. 


The 21.000 potential death traps where highway visibility 


Is so limited that peril attends any but the most cautious 
driving maneuvers. 


Steady but relentless attack on all these weaknesses 


would not mean, however, that no attention would be given 
to wholly new roads or even to some superhighways. 


The PRA's plans call for construction of four-lane, di- 


vided highwavs mainly in city and suburban areas where the 
crush of traffic is heaviest. Big expressways in the open 
country would be advocated only where there is special need, 
such as at bridge approaches or the tops of high hills. 


The agency says planners believe small towns should be 


by-passed whenever possible, but think motorists generally 
want to go through rather than around the larger cities. 
Hence the program for urban superhighways. 


The roads administration's views have not prevented 


construction of open road expressways like the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike, which is now being extended to reach from Phila- 
delphia to the Ohio line. But the agency nevertheless rates 
this type of highway as generally wasteful, especially when 
it is a costly toll road. 


Congress must act on the PRA's program and we think 


it ought to command the lawmakers' respectful attention. 
In these days of expansive planning in Washington, it would 
have been easy for the agency to come up with a dazzling 
but utterly impractical prospectus. Instead it has produced 
a hard-headed, realistic plan that looks like a sound invest- 
ment in life-saving.

The present insurance policies contain the 80% co-insuranc 
clause which means that insurance up to 80</e of the real value of th 
building shall be covered and for this a large discount is given in the 
rate and premium. 


As we understand, there is now $160,000 insurance. 
We are ad- 


vised by Mr. George Lindquist that a fair value after considering re- 
placement costs and discounting same for age, etc., would not be less 
iian $400,000 (using insurance appraisers' figures, the replacement 
would exceed $500,000). On this basis, the insurance should be in- 
creased to a total of at least $320,000, preferably $400,000. 


The rates on the building are so low with the 80% co-insurance 


credits, that to increase to $400.000 would only increase the cost 
about $140.00 a year. 


The building, being rated as of fire proof construction, commands 


a high credit because of the co-insurance feature. For instance, the 
$160,000 insurance without co-insurance would cost $2368.00 for five 
years, while the $400,000 with 80% co-insurance would only cost

History 'records that the term "post office" and "post roads" have 


been in use for upward of two thoutand five hundred years. 


The first system of communication was evidently worked out by 


Cyrus, the Elder shortly alter his conquest of the Persian empire in 
the vear 550 B. C.

This ruler in order to keep in touch with the affairs of his vast 


domain required his governors and chief commanders to write him 
frequently about the developments in their several districts. 


In order to make these communications safe and to carry them 


expeditiously, he built post roads throughout the empire for his swift 
horses to travel and post "houses" at convenient distances apart, so 
man and horse could rest or riders could exchange horses and pick up 
additional communications and resume his journey. 


All Concocted Schemes 


It is related in history that every succeeding: ruler, both of the 


Persian and Roman empires, rrom the time ot Cyrus down to the 
middle ages concocted some scheme for postal communication. How- 
ever, the service was for the benefit of the government only and the 
general public did not share in it at all.

It was quickly demonstrated,

letters, and the rapid growth of 
the western section of the city, 
that the mail for that locality was 
extremely heavy and rapidly in- 
creasing, so Mr. Morris got a 
horse and cart, chariot style, of 
his own invention, to help make 
the delivery of mail quicker and 
easier. As the bulk of mail out- 
grew the chariot, he had another 
wagon, with glass sides in top 
made to his particular order.
